Message of the Governor OF. Tenne ossee tö the twenty-fourth Cener 
Assembly of the State. — 


_ Fellow- Citizens of the Senate, . 
and of the House of Representatives : ¥ 
In discharging the duty devolved upon me hy the Constitution, ‘by 
“oiving 10 the General Assembly information of the, State of the Govern- 
` ment, and recommending to their consideration such measures” as -are 
‘deemed to be “expedient,” itis a source of satisfaction to believe that, 
within the:last two years, nothing has-oceurred in: ‘the State Administra. | 
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tionto diminish or impairthe prosperity ofour people, or the growing impor- 
tance of the Stateas amember ot the Union Order has prevailed, and the 
Jaws, as far as I am informed, have been faithfully executed. All the 
elements of our accustomed prosperity, afforded by a genial climate and 
a fertile soil, the enjoyment of usual health and the inestimable blessings 
of civil and religious liberty, continue toexist. A people thus favored 
over millions of the human race in other parts of the world should be 
ever mindful of the high obligations they owe to the author of all good, 
in whose bands are the destinies of nations and of men, and upon whose 
wise councils they are dependant for the preservationn and continuance 
of these blessings. * 

Whilst the produets of the labor of the agriculturist have been reward- 
ed with fair prices,-habits of frugality and economy, within the last two 
years, have been in a great degree substituted tor that spirit of extrava- 
vance and speculation which had ror some years prevailed in every por- 
tion of the Union. Prudent men, with few exceptions, chiefly among 
the mercantile and trading classes, who had extended their business and 
speculations beyond their means, and become too deeply involved entire- 
ly to recover, have been enabled to relieve themselves from much of the 
pecuniary pressure and embarrassment under which they labored, 

Ours is essentially as agricultural State, Nineteen-twentieths of, her 
population are cultivators of the carth, aud the protection of their in- 
terests therefore, at the same time that the just rights of others shall not 
be impaired, should at all times be an object of paramount consideration. 

It has but too frequently happened that the course of legislation and 
the operations of Banks, in many of the States, have been made to take 
a directionto favor the supposed orreal interests of large dealers and 
speculators, to the manifest prejudice of the farming and planting class- 
es. What the farmer or planter should most desire ìs a regular course of 
policy, steadily pursued, by which prices may remain settled and not be 
subjected to great and sudden changes, often brought about by extended 
Bank credits to a small class who have overtraded or engaged in vision- 
ary or disastrous spezulation. 

There is reason to believe that it was by a course of favoritism of this 
kind, in extending enormeus loans toa few large commission and trading- 
houses, to the almost total exclusion of smaller dealers and the body of 
the community that much of the embarrassments which fell upon our 
Banks a few years ago and through them upon the people, is mainly to be 
attributed, 

The suspended debts of our Banks, it is believed, will be found to con- 
sist chiefly, in nemands against a very few of the larger borrowers, with 
some of whom it is known they have been compelled for their own se- 
curity to compound by the purchase of real ¿stalt and other property, 
whic'y has become for a time dead in their hards and is alike unavailable 
Loidsasilvas u Bucar tisttatioas, andi he community as affording 
tothe nthe means of furnishing to the plea sound convertible cur- 
tency. It is understood that our Banks are now rapidly converting these 
and other unavailable, into available means, thus placing themselves in a 
position of increased strength; and it is hoped they may,-for the future, 
profit by the experience of the past. 
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Other causes which contributed to the embarrassment of our Banks in 
common with moat of the Banks of other States, upoh the occurrence of 
the general commercial revulsion which took place in May, 1837, were so 
fully presented in my message tothe last General Assembly, that it is 
deemed-unnecessary again to refer to thenvin this communication, 

It was hoped and believed whenthe Banks of the State suspended the 
payment of specie a second time, near two years ago, that it would be 
of.temporary duration. Inthe reports made to the General Assembly at 
its last session by the Boards of Directors of, the Union and Planters’ 
Banks, assurances were giveh that they were fully solvent, that they 
would be prepared to meet all their liabilities at an early day, and that 
they considered “their suspension as temporary,” The General As- 


sembly having adjourned withaut any legislative action on the sabject, T 


regret fo say that all the Banks of the State, except the Branch of the 
‘South Western Rail Road Bank at Knoxville, sti] continue in a suspend- 
ed state. If the question of resumption be iefi to the voluntary action of 
the Banks, this state of things may continue for an indefinite period of 
time. And.the question arises whether the duty does not devolve on 
the General Assembly; as the immediate guardian of the interests of the 
people, to adopt suitable measures, at their present session, requiring 
these ins(itutions tø return to cash payments. Wilst the suspension con- 
linues, the tax upon the actiye industry and labor of the State, imposed 
by the depreciation of their paper issues, must continue to be borne; 
and whilst the people are suffering the loss to the amount of this depre- 
ciation, as they have done for’ the last two years, if 48 understood that 
two of our principal stock Banka (the Union and’ Pianters’ Banks) have 
since your last adjournment declared a dividend of profits among their 
stockholders. ‘Fhis isso manifestly improper, that I am constrained by 
a sense of duty to bring the factto your notice. Principles of common 
justice require that they should pay’ their.debtsta the community before 
they divide profits among theip owners, 

During periods of suspension, Banks, owned by individual stockhold- 


ers, tempted by a desire tọ enlarge their profits, ofen unduly éxtend their - 


business, and generally at the expensé of the community in which they 
exist. ‘Phere is ao sound princtple.of ethies or of public policy which 
should exempt Banks ‘from the moral’ and’ legal obligations which rest 
upon individuals to pay their debts. They are generally composed of 
eat capitalists who have thrown their joint funds together, and under 
a legislative charter of incorporation, engaged in the business of banking 
witha view tomgke profit... They aie asually’ invested with exclusive 
rights and privileges which are withheld from the balance of the com- 


munity ; and in consideration of these, they contract certain duties and- 


obligations tothe public which they should be required strictly to per- 
form. The most important of these, is to pay their liabilities in specie 
on demand, and- I recommend tothe consideration of the General Assem- 
bly the necessity of making suitable provision by law to enforce the 
faithful observance of this, as well as ot all other obligations which they 
have contracted. Let a future day be fixed upon which they shall be re- 
quired to resume, giving them reasonable and sufficient time to prepare to 
do so, without oppressing their debtors. In fixing a future day for re- 


. 
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sumption, the occasion may be a fit ong to impose such additional restre- 
tious, Habilities and penalties, as experience may have shown to be ne- 
cessary to guard the public against future suspensions, Ifthe Banks have 
violated their charters, the General Assembly possess the undoubted 
power to impose such restrictions, habilities and penalties, as conditions 
upon which they may be permitted to continue the exercise of their cor- 
porate privileges, "To ensure resumption on the day which may be fixed, 
anda faithful observance of their obligations afterivards, it must be made 
the interest, as well as the duty of the Banks, to conform to the Legisla- 
live requirements, by keeping their business in such condition as to avoid 
future suspensions. A. means likely to effect ahjects so desirable, 1 sub- 
uit to the consideration of the General Assembly that they should not 
be permitted, during the period of their suspension, and for a limited 
time arter resumption, to declare any divideads of profits to their stock- 
holders, and that a geacral provision should be made by law requiring 
any of the Stork Banks whieh shall, after the day which may be fixed for 
their resumption, agam suspend fora greater period than a specified 
namber ol days in any oae year, to be placed inthe hands of commis- 
sionets for hqaida'ion aud final settlement of their atiairs. 

Kis believed to be far better for the community that all the Stock Banks, 
which pay so m mage their business as to be unable to pay promptly the 
gemar ls upoa them, should windup their eifiirs, and let tbeir places be 
supplied, if the interes's of tie State suat be foaud to demand it, by an 
enlargement ef the capital of the Bink of Tennessee, owned exclusively 
hy the people of the State, and under the sole control of their immedi- 
aie Representatives.

As Faras my information enables me to judge, our Banks are believed 
to be ina sulvent condition, and could, if reasonable time be.given, be pre- 
pared ta tesume payment permanently, without inconvenience to thef- 
selves or oppression to their debtors. The interests of the- public in my 
judgment demand it, whilst none of the rights of the Banks themselves 
will be infringed or impaired if they shall be required to,do so, Unless 
efficient Legislative action be had on this subject, the public can have on 
guaranty at what period the principal Stock Banks may resume, for it is 
a fact worthy of observation, that much the larger portion of their :capi- 
tal stock, it 18 uaderstood, is owned by citizens of the eastern cities ard 
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of other States; and however much the local ‘stockholders. may be dis- 
posed, froma sense of propriety and duty, to return to cash paymeants,. 
they may, and probably will; be controlled in their policy by their non- 
resident co- partners, who have no`inferest in common wih the communi- 
ty in which these institutions exist, and who may be contented that they 
shall remain in their prescot suspended condition so Jong as they can 1e- 
ceive (heir accustomed dividend:

The General Assembly 
of }&21 and £223. did vot wait for tLe uncertain action of other States, 
Lut requind our Benks to resume withcut reference to what their course 
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might be. If this State leads off and manifests a fixed purpose to re- 
‘quire her Banks to pay, there can be but-little doubt that the other States 
in the south and south-west will soon follow her example. 

The whole subject is submitted to your deliberate consideration, in the 
full confidence that you may adopt such measures as will protect the in- 
terests of our common constituents from the heavy losses which they 
thave ‘borne and still bear by the failure of the Banks to perform their 
«chartered obligations. _ 

da the Bank of ‘Tennessee every citizen has a direct interest. Owned 
@s itis exclusively by the State, it should receive the constant and fos- 
tering care and attention of the General Assembly, That institution, I 
am happy tostate from information derived from its officers, is in-a perfectly 
solvent condition, and can be prepared to resume payment permanently at 
the earliest future day which may be designated for resumption by the 
Stock Barks. Should that Bank be required to resame without the co- 
‘operation of the Stock Banks in its immediate neighborhood, it would 
probably be compelled for a time somewhat to restrict its business to 
‘avoid embarrassments from their operations. ‘To avoid this, all the Banks 
of the State should be required to resume at the same time. 

Since your last adjournment, and in pursuance of the act of the 28th 
of January, 1840, entitled t an aet:to provide for the reduction of the

The Bank is required to pay annwally out of its nett profits $115,000 
for the support of Common Schools and county Academies; the annually 
accruing interest on the Bonds of the State negotiated to raise $1,000,000 
‘of its own capital, and the interest on the Internal’ Improvement Bonds, 
which haye been or may be issued, The total amount of the State Bonds 
avhich have been issued up to this date for purposes of Internal Improve- 
ment under the acts of 1836, 1838 and 1840, the interest upon which the 
Bank is required to pay, is, $1,816,916 662-3. Of this amount $300,- 
000 bearing an annual interest of 5 per cent., were issued on the 2d of 
July, 1838, for the improvement of rivers, but not having negotiated re- 
main on deposite in the Bank, and no interest has been paid thereon.—.

The annual liabilities of the Bank will be increased, by the interest to 
be paid on any additional. amount of Internal Improvement Bonds which 
may be hereafter issued in pursuance of law, and will be diminished by 
the amount of the State dividends, which may hereafter be declared by 
the several Internal Improvement Companies in which the State is a stock- 
holder. Most of the works of Internal Improvement in which the State 
is a stockholder are as yet in an incompletestate, and no-tolls have been 
collected, or dividends, declared thereon. “Upon some of them which 
have heen completed in part, or in whole, toll-gates have been authorised 
to be erected, and the Companies are now receiving tolls, but of so recent 
a date, that no dividends have been paid to the State, except by a single 
Company, amounting to $1,620.. o> , 

Itis believed that some of the principal roads will, when completed, 
yield a profit fully equal to the interest to he paid on the Bonds issued 
for their construction, whilst others will fall short-of that amount, leaving 
the deficiency to be paid by the Bank. ~ a 

The Bank has heretofore met those habilities with promptness and f- 
delity, and no doubt is entertained, that under proper management it will 
continue to do so. The interest on the State Bonds fas been paid on de- 
mand in specie as it fell due, and the good faith and. honor of the State 


preserved. In view of its annual liabilities, it is ofgreat importance ` 


that the Institution shall be prudently managed, and kept in a sound con- 
dition. If from mismanagement or other casualty the Bank should fail by 
its profits to meet the demands upon it, the deficiency must be supplied 
by a tax on the people It is deemed to be essential to the safe and sac- 
cessful operations of the Bank, that a greater power of control over the 
branches than now exists, should be invested in the principal .Board of 
Directors, There must be'an adequate power of control in the head, 
otherwise, uniformity ot action in the branches cannot be expected. . In 
the absence‘of sucly’a power, a single branch may embarrass the whole 
Institution. Whilst one branch may be expanding, another may. be con- 
tracting 1s business, thus acting, each without concert with the other, 
or a common object in view, and rendering the operations of the Institu- 
hon as a whole at all times uncertain, if not unsafe. By the provisions of the 
existing laws the branches, though in many respects, connected with the 
principal Bank, are practically and in effect independent of it. The princi-

heen evaded, and will require revision. “Some of the Internal- Impi ove- 
ment Companies in which the State isa copartner, it is understood, hay er 
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fasued: small paper bills in the form of scrip or checks, and put them i in: 
to circulation as money, withont any specie basis upon which to rest, ani 
without autliority of law. 

The Bank of Tennessee by a wise provision in the act creating it, i, 
restricted froin issuing any note of less denomination than ten dollar- 
whilst the Stock Banks are in like manner prohibited from issuing an, 
note of less denomination than five dollars. 

'Fhé ‘abject'of the General Assembly in. imposing these restrictions was, 
doubtless, that the channels of circulation under these denominations 


should be supplied by the- precious metals, ‘That object is thwarted: 


whilst individuals, commercial houses, or incorporated improvement Com- 
panies are permitted, by an evasion of the lasy and the well known in- 
tention of the General Assembly, to put into circulation a base and in 
many instances, worthless currency, which usually falls ultimately upon 


the holder, who has given his labor or his. property for it, either wholly 


useless or at a ruinous depreeiation y thus operating as a ‘tax and a fraud 
upon the public. Whilst a spirious currency of this description is per- 
mitted to circulafe, the preeious metals of the same denomination will be 
banished from circulation and general use, and will cnly, be obtained 
through the hands of brokers and others as an article of merchandise.— 
On the other hand, if the smaller denominations of paper bills are pro- 
hibited from ciraulation by adequate penalties, the laws of trade, and the 
public wants will force the metals, to take their planes, whether the local 
Banks pay specie or not, as naturally and as certainly as that water will 
seek its level. -I reconmerid therefore, thatafter afoture day to be de- 
signated, the issuance or circulation by individuals or Corporations of all 
paper bills under five dollars, be absolutely prohibited under adequate le- 
gal penalties, and if itshall be deemed necessary, inorder to guard against 
any public inconvenience for the want of specie change, the Banks may 
be required to pay the smaller denominations of their notes atan earlier 
day than that fixed for the genera] resumption. 

The system of Internal: Improvement established by. the act of 1836, 
and extended. by the act of 1838, -has_been‘executed im strict conformity, 
to the provisions of the act passed dn the 25th of January, 1840, enti- 


tled “an act to repeal all laws authorizing the Governor of this State to. 
subscribe for stock in any Internal. Improvement Companies on behalf of- 


the State, and for other purposes.” All: Internat Improvement Compa- 
nies. falling -within the provisions of the latter act have been required to 
conform their action to it. A-few of the companies at first objected fo- 
the constitutional validity, of the act, but finally yielded to its require- 
ments; and [ cannogdoubt that-its operation has been such as, to protect 
the State from impositions which might otherwise have been practised“ 
under the unguanded provisions of the acts of 1836. and 1838. At the 
same time that the State has probably been saved from an increased jn- 
debtedness t6 a large amount,-no injustice has been done to the Companies.. 

Jn.all cases‘of application for State Bonds , in payment of the State sub- 
scription since the passing of the act, the aifairs of the Company making 
such application have been subjected to the scrutiny of three disinterest. 
ed commissioners appointed for that purpose, who have been Bi ae to- 
examine and inspect the work actually done and performed—what por- 
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tion of the same had been paid forin lahor, or the actual expenditure of 
money, paid in by the individual stockholders, and what portion by the 

ayment of State Bonds, issued for the ‘benefit of such Company—to in- 
spect the books and investigate the affairs and arcounts of the Company, 
and if. upon their report on oath, it appeared that the Company making 
the application had conformed in all respects tothe provisions of its char- 
ter, and that no fraud had been practised on the State, the amount of 
State Bonds to which such Company was shown to he entitled, were or- 
dered to be issted by the Internal Improvement Board created by the act, - 
consisting of the Governor, Comptroller and Attorney General, and were 
issued accordingly. In all cases where the reports of the commissioners 
appointed to make the investigation have not been fully satisfactory, the 
Bonds of the State have been withheld. a 

The Attorney General has filed bills, which are now pending, against 
iwo of the Companies in which the State has become a stock-holder, 
for alledged viclations.of their Charters, 

None of the Companies in avhich stock had “ been subscribed .on be- 
half of the State ” have availed themselves of the provisions of the 2d 
and 3d sections,of the act. of 1840 by making a “ surrender of the Char- 
ter of such Company” to the State. Several of them, however, in 
which a subscription of stock on.behalf of the State had been made in 
the year 1838 aud the early part of 1839, and for whose use no State 
Bonds have been issued, it is understood have not commenced their res- 
pective works and will probably abandon them. .Of this class are the 
following Companies, vig-:-—the Livingston Turnpike Company ; the 
Murfreesborough, Manchester,and Winchester Turnpike Company ;.and 
the Harpeth and Farmington Turnpike Company. ae 

In addition to these a subscription was made on behalf of the State ia 
the Fayetteville and Shelbyville Turnpike Company on the 7th day of 
Sept. 1838, and on the 5th day of Nevember, 1838, Bonds of the State 
for $16,000 for the use of the Company were issued by the Governor 
and deposited in the Bank of Tennessee, where they still remain, not 
having been called for, and nð interest havipg been paid thereon. lam 
informed that no work has been done‘gn the read, and that it will proba- 
bly be abandoned. ‘The aggregate amount of stock subscribed for on 
behalf of the State in these several Companies was $245,000, and by the 
failure of the Companies {o prosecute their respective works according 
to their Charters, will pot probably be Tequired to be paid by the issu- 
ance of State Bonds. Of this amount the $16,000 of State Bonds which 
avere issued for the use of the Fayetteville and Shelbyville Turnpike

With these means added to the annually aecumulating profits of the Bank 
of Tennessee, under prudent and proper management, there can be but 
little danger, that a. resort to taxation can be necessary to enable the 
State to meet it, atits maturity. 

I consider it wise however, and so recommend, that provision be-made 
by law, that any surplus profits which may at any. time be made by the 
Bank of Tennessee, after paying its annual liabilities, shall constitute a 
sinking fund,.to be applied to the purchasing in of the Bonds of the-State, 
which have been issued ai their selling rate in the market.. By adopt- 
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ing this course, adhering to strict economy án the State admamistration, 
and hwsbanding all our resources, it is-believed that the payment of the 


debt which now exists, and that which the State is. bound in bonor and, 


good faith by existing engagements to contract, may be gradually anti- 
cipated long before itshall fall dae. Ihave never been.the advocate 
of a large State debt; and my opinion is that all our surplus means, not 
absolutely needed for other purposes, cannot be better applied than in 
the extinguishment of the existing debt. l 

The balance im the Treasury of the State on the Ist Monday of Oc- 
taber, 1841, was $189,590 47. The receipts into the Treasury from 
the 1st Monday of October, 1839, to the Ist Monday of October, 1841, 
including the amount annuallý appropriated under the existing laws for 
the support of Common Séhools and Academies, were $543,739 79. 
The expenditures during. the same period including the payment made 
for the support of common Schools and Academies were $470,743 75. 
Exclusive of the amount received and expended for the use of Common 


Schools and Academies, the receipts intothe Treasury during the same _ 


period were $275,839 79, and the expenditures’ $254,931 93. 

Full and detailed statements will be found in the report of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury which will be laid: before you as.required by 
law. i ' eo 

The report of the Superintendent of public Instruction, which will 
be laid before you during the ‘first week of your session, will inform 
you of the progress of the system of education committed to his super- 


intendence and management—of the coilections of Common School funds, 


which have been made since your last segsion, and of ihe present amount 
and conditionof the debt due to the School fund by coanty agents and 
others. The School fund collected-and invested according to law on the 
Ist day of October, 1841, consists of ,

A suit in Chancery has been instituted, and is now pending against 
the late Superintendent of Public: Instruction and his securities, for the 
recovery of the large ‘balance remaining in his hands and unaccounted for 
at the close of his term of service. But little doubt is entertained that 
a recovery will'be had, and it is believed a greater part, if not the whole 
amount abstracted from the School fund will be collected: 

Iu pursuance of an act entitled “an act to carry into operation the Lu- 
natic Hospital,” passed January 6th, 1840, seven trustees were appoint- 


edon the {3th of February, 1840, under whose direction, the Hospital ° 


was shortly afterwards put into operation. > In consequence, however, 
of the limited appropriation made by that act, it has been found impos- 
sible to receive several ‘‘insane paupers,” for whose admission into the 
Institution, application was made. It is sybmitted to your consideration 
whether suitable provision should not be made for. the reception and 
accommodation of all unfortunate persons in the State for whose benefit 


I 
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the institution was established, and for whose admission application may 
be made. - 

A report will be made 10 you during the session,-by the attending Phy- 
sician of the Hospital, who is by law constituted Gharmamof the Board 
of Trustees, containiag such information and making such suggestions in 
regard to the condition and further management of the institution as may 
be deemed useful in your deliberations upon the subject. Iam informed, 
that arrearages, amounting to the sum of $2,942 34 for work and labor 
done by Mechanics on the buildings oceupied as a-Hospital previous to 
the meeting of the last General Assembly, and upon contracts made 
with the Commissioners under whose superintendence and direction the 
Hospital was at that time placed, are stilf-outstanding and unpaid—no 
appropriation applicable to that object having been made. When the 
Trustees, appointed under the act of January 6th, 1840, entered upon 
the discharge of their duties, the persons to whom these arrearages were 
due, claimed a lein upon the buildings until they were satisfied, bat for 
the public convenience yielded up the possession of themin the just 
confidence that the present General Assembly would make provision for 
their payment;—and it is recommended that provision be made for the 
payment of all such elaims as may be found equitable and just. 

A detailed statement of the condition and government of the Peniten- 
tiary will be laid before you at an early day of your session in the re- 
ports which will be made by the Agent and Keeper and Inspectors ot 
that Institution. The number of Convicts in the prison on the 30th of 
September, 1841, was 178. The number discharged by the expiration 
of their sentence during the two years, commencing on the 30th of Sep- 
tember, 1839, and ending on the 30th September,. 1841, was 59. The 
number received during the same period was 116. 

The number of deaths J; the number ef escapes 3, the number par- 
doned 10. l l 

The number discharged before the expiration of their sentence, in 
pursuanee of the provisions of the act of 1836, ch. 63, passed ‘for the 
encouragement of the prisoners to conduct themselves with industry 
and propriety,” was 22. , 

By the act referred to, it is provided that “it shall be the cuty of the 
‘Governor, whenever it appears from the weekly reports of the Agent 
and Keeper, that the conduct of a prisoner has been exemplary and un- 
exceptionable for a whole month together, to commute such prisoner’s 
term of imprisonment for any period of time not exceeding two days for 
each and every month he may have so conducted himself.” The opera- 
tion of this act has been found by experience to have a- beneficial 
effect. l 

Each convict is informed of its provisions upon his entranee into the 
Penitentiary; and presenting to him, as it does, a strong motive to con- 
duct himself with industry and propriety, the effect has generally been 


' + to preserve order, regular habits of industry, and a ready vbedience to 


the orders of the officers of the institution. To make it effective, I have 

uniformly, since I have been in the Executive Office, upon receiving the 

favorable report of the Agent and Keeper, commuted a part of the pe- 
t 
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riod of confinement, not exceeding in any case two days in each month, . 
and directed the prisoner to be'discharged. see fd 

As far as I have any knowledge, ‘thé’ eonvicts at the same time that 
they have been required strictly to obsérve the “rules and regulations 
for thé government of the. Penitentiary,” as provided by law, have been 
humanely treated. Whensick they have been regularly visited by the. 
dttending Physician, and all of them who'cdn read;have been furnished 
inthéir celis with a copy. ofthe Holy Scriptures. Divine Service ha- 
also been occasionally performed on the Sabbath by Clergymen of dif 
ferent denominations residing ih the vicinity of the prison. 

Up to the period of the adjotttnment’of: the last General Assembly, 
fio female convict had been committed to’the prison since the date of its 
éstablishment. Since that time, thteé females have been convicted and 
Sentenced to be iniprisoned m thé’ Penitentiary ; two of whom have 
Been pardoned, one of them before shé’redclied the prison, and ‘one is 
still in confinement. 2 

There are no suitable apartments in the prisow buildings for the recep- 
tion and safe keeping’ of female convicts, and it is recommended that 
such be provided, and that the Agent and Keépet be authorized to em- 
ploy & Matron or Matrons, under whose immédidte superintendence 
and care, all temale conyicts hereafter received into the institution shall 
Be placed. The place provided for their confinement, should be sepa- 
rate and apart trom that provided forthe other convicts, and there is a.. 
manifest propriety in placing them under the immediate government and 
control of aged persons of their own sex. Such a regulation has been 
found to be necessary, if not indispensable;-in the best regulated prisons 
and hauses of correction in our sister States The effitacy of the laws 
for the punishment and-prévéntiok of crimes, consists, in a great degree, 
in the certainty with which they shall be enforced and executed, With- 
in the last two years numerous applications for pardons have been refus- 
ed. Comparatively, few-have been granted, atid (hose only in cases 
where the cireamstances were such.as 10° induce the belief that they 
were proper in themselves, and in which, the discharge of the prisoner 
would not impair, but be likely to pranrete the ends ‘of public justice. 

In the criminal codes of some of the States in which the system of- 
Penitentiary punishment has been adopted, a discretionary power has 
been vested in the Executive to commute- the sentence of death -pro- 
nounced upon the comniission of the higher offences, for imprisonment 
for life. No such discretionis vested by our laws inthe Exeċutive.— 
The criminal convicted of a capital crime in this State, must either be 
executed or receive a full pardon and be discharged. Cases of convic- 
tion of capital offeaces, are often followed by strong and powerful ap- 
peals to the Executive clemency. ‘The circumstances adduced may be 
sucli as to rdise doubts of the propriety of the execution of the sentence, 
and yet not sich as fully and satisfactorily to show that it would be 
proper to’ turn the convict foose, without inflicting sufficient or ade- ` 
quate punishment. lh all such cases, if the Executive were invested 
with power fo commute the sentence for imprisonment for life, society 
would be rid of the offender, and if at any time afterwards, it should 
be made clearly to appear by after discovered testimony or otherwise, 
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that the convict was at subject of Executive clemency, be could be 
discharged as in other cascs; and J recommend that such an.amend- 
ment of our criminal laws be made. 

There has been paid into Treasury by the Peniténtiary during the two 
years from September 30th, 1839, to September 30th, 1841, the sum of 
$5,933 32, and paid.eutof the ‘Treasury to defray the expenses of con- 
veying coavicts to the prison after conviction, $6,470 40. By the law 
as it now exists, the articles manufactured at the Penitentiary, are au- 
thorized to be sold on credit, and as was to have been expected, some of 
the debts contracted have been lost by insolvency, or the removal of 
‘the debtors beyond thelimits of the State, and sometimes to parts un- 
known. If the credit system be continued, it is recommended that the 
laws beso modified, as to limit it to aspecified period of time, and to 
require, that all debts not paid at maturity, be put in a course of collec- 
tion, by suit, without distinction as to the persons who may be the 
„debtors. ' 

Iu the month of November last, 1820 muske® and accoutrements were 
received from the Unived States, being the quota of public arms which 

l this State was entitled for the years 1839 and 1840, under the provisions 
-of the act of Congress of 1803, for arming and equipping the Militia of 
the Umted States. 

The proportion ot public arms of the State, equal to the proportion 
which the first division of militia bears to the whole military strength of 
the State, have by my order, beén transported to Knoxville and placed 
on deposite at that point, in pursuance of the provisions of the -143rd 
“section of the act passed at Nashville, on the 28th of January, 1840, 
‘entitled “ an act to condense, and bring into one view the Militia law of 
the State of Tennessee.” ‘The proportion belonging in like manner te 
the fourth division of unilitia, have, been ordered to be transported to 
Jackson and placed on deposite at that point an pursuance of the 145th 
section ef the same act. 

The whole number of public arms as nearly as I have been enabled to as- 
certain belonging to the State, now on deposite in the arsenal at the Peniten- 
tiary, at Knoxville, andat Jacksea, consists of 8591 muskets, 349 Hall’s 
patent rifles, 500 yaugers, 20 carbites, 682 pistols, 245 horseman’s 
"swords or sabres,.and one field piece, (a six pounder,) with -accoutre- 
¿ments for each description of arms. 

The whole number of ,public arms belonging to the State, which have 
sat different times been distmbuted to volunteer companies, and.are now 
in their use and possession, consists of 1069 muskets, 524 pistols «and 
262 horsemen’s swords or sabres, making the whole number of public 
arms now on deposite at the Penitentiary, at Knoxville, and Jacksen, 
and distributed to the militia, one dield piece, 9,660 muskets, 349 Hall's 
patent rifles, 500 yaugers, 290-carbines, 1406 pistols, and 507 -swords-er 
sabres. . Finding that the propoition-of arms belonging ta-the State for 
the use of cavalry was small as compared with the number for the use-af 
infantry, and that more applications were made by uniform companies - of 
cavalry for the use of them, than cowld e-supplied—one half of the quota 
of arms due to this State, from the Usrted States for the year 1841, bave 
been ordered to be forwarded in arms #fthis .description,.aadthe.other 


_ half in muskets. 
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An pursuance of an act, entitled “an actto provide for the taking of 
the enumeration of the free white male inhabitants of the State of Ten- 
mnessee,” passed January 29th, 1840, the Secretary of State will lay be- 
fore you, all the returns which have been received by him containing the 
number ot free white-male ixhabitants of the respective counties, whe 
are.{wenty-one years of age and upwards, and who were resident: citi- 
zens of their counties on the Ist day of January, 1841, Your atlention 
is called to the 4th section of the 2nd, article of the Constitution, by 
which it is provided, that, “an apportionment of the Representatives ia 
the General Assembly shall be made in the year one-thousand eight hun- 
dred and forty-one; and. within every Subsequent term of ten years.”— 
The duty of making the apportionment. in conformity with this provis- 
jot of the Constitution will devolve upon. you, at your present session. 

By an act passed by the Congress of the United States on the 18th 
day of February, 1841, the State of Tennessee is invested with “‘ full 
power and authority to sell and dispose of the vacant, unappropriated 
and refused lands, within the limits of said State, lying South and West 
‘of the line, commonly called -the Congressional Reservation line,” upon 
certain “conditons and limitations” therein prescribed. ‘One of. the 
‘conditions and limitations” is that tin entering, purchasing, and dispos- 
ing of said tands, or obtaining grants of the same, all and every person 
‘or persons; the legal representative of such person or persons, and the 
rightful assignee of such person or persons, as are entitled to the right 
of occupancy and pre-emption according to the laws of the State of 
Tennessee, shall have the preference ip the entry or purchase of their 
occupant and pre-emption rights at thé price of twelve-and-a-half cents 
per acre, 'not exceeding two hundred acres each.” 


The duty will devolve on the General. Assembly, at their present ses- 


sion, to make suitable provision bydaw, for carrying the act of Con- 
gress referred to.into effect. In doing this; it is recommended that full 
and ample provision be made, to secure all those entitled to the right of 
occupancy and pre-emption, the preference in the entry or purchase of 


the same. Under the existing laws of the State much the larger number’ | 


of those claiming the right of occypasey. and pre-emption, have caused 
their claims to be surveyed and laid down on the general plan or map, in 
the. entry-taker’s office of «the county in which the same is situated.— 
Others who have made improvements on vacant and unappropriated 
lands, and who are equitably entitled to the right of occupancy and pre- 
emption, have failed to cause the same to be thus surveyed and designat- 
ed on the general plan or map in the office of the entry-taker. In any 
provision which may be made, this latter class of occupant claimants 
should be equally protected and secured in their rights, with the former. 
It is recommended that entry-taker’s. offices be opened in the several 
-countiesin which the lands described Jie, and that the several entry-ta- 
kers be authorised to receive entries with such moderate ices of office, 


as will enable the occupants and others making the same, to secure their | 


titles at the least possible expense. 

-It is suggested that the offices be opened at an early day for the ac- 
commodation of- those who may not wish delay, but that the longest pe- 
riod of time permitted by the provisions of the act of Congress be al- 
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Towed to such of the occupant claimants, their legal representatives or 
rightful assignees, as may desire to avail themselves of the same, to make 
their entries and perfect their titles. 

It is submitted to the General Assembly, whether the entry-taker’s of- 
fices already established by law, be employed, or new offices established. 
In either event, provision should be made, by requiring bonds with am- 
ple security, and by prescribing such penalties and liabilities as may be ` 
deemed adequate to insure the faithful performance of their duties by the 
several entry-iakers, and the punctual‘ payment of the moneys which 
they may be authorised to receire. 

It is made the duty of the several Attorneys General of the State to 
prosecute all demands, in witich the State shall have an interest against. 
sheriffs, clerks and others, who may: fail to account for, and pay over 
public moneys collected by them according to law. The Attorneys Gen- 
eral often receive the amounts recovered in stits brought by them, but 
are not required toenter into bond with security for the punctual and 
faithful payment of the same when received, The preservation of their 
professional reputation has generally been a sufficient guaranty for a faith- 
ful discharge of duty in this respect on their part, Since your last ad- 
journment, a case of loss to the State of a considerable sum‘collected by 
one of the Attorneys General who failed to account for and ‘pay over 
the same,-hasoccurred And as similar cases may occur hereafter, it is 
submitted to your consideration whether the laws should not be so 
amended, as'to plate theseveral Attorneys General on the same footing 
with all other officers who receive or disburse the public money, by re- 
quiring them to give bond with adequate’ security for the punctual and 
faithful payment to the authorities authorised to receive the same, of ail 
public moneys ¢ollected by them inthe discharge of their official duties. 

Complaints are frequently made of frauds and illegal voting at elec- 
tions, and it is believed that thedaws upon this subject’ require revision, 
the mare effectually to protect‘and preserve the purity of the elective 
franchise. THe only penalty now imposed for frauttulent or’ ilkegal vot- 
ing, is afine’of ten dollars, one alf for the use of the county, and the 
other half for the use of the persaa. who’ will sue for the same. Ht is 
not made the duty of the civil officers to enforce this penalty, and’ but 
few persons are found willing, voluntarily, todo so, and if they do, the 
fine is of so small an amount as to constitute no adequate restraint; espe- 
cially in seasons of high political excitenrent. Since the counties have’ 
been laid off into civil districts, and‘the places of voting multiplied under 
tlie revised Constitution, the facilities for double voting have been increas- 
ed, and there is reason to believe, that many persons have yoted’at more’ 
places than one in the same election and escaped witi impunity. I the 
laws remain as they are, such practices may continue and wil! probably 
increase, thereby greatly impairing the value of the right of suffrage.- 
I subutit to your consideration, whether illegal or double voting”at elec-- 
tions*should ‘not be made an indictable offence, punishable as other mis- 
demeanors, making it the duty of all mspectors of elections, civil officers 
and the-courts of justice, to prosecute and’ bring to punishment all per- 
sons who may violate the laws in this respect. As an additional safe- 
guard'to the purity of the ballot box, Fsabmit to ‘your consideration whe-

ther all persons who offer to vote in‘any civil district other than that itr 
which they reside, should not be required to take an oath-before the int 
spectors or officers holding such election, ‘that they have not voted, and’ 
will not, in the pending election, offer to vote at any otter civil district,. 
or place of voting; and that for the violation of: suclioath, they shall-be 
-subjected to all the pairs and penalties of perjury as in other eases: 

These or other suitable provisions which may suggest’ themselves, to- 
gether with an amendment of the laws tlre mote effectually to suppress 
the evil practice of betting on elections, would go far to secure to each: 
‘citizen his equal voice in choosing his-public agents... A want of unifor- 
mity of construction ef. the Constitution and laws, continues tò prevail 
in-different parts of: the State in regard tothe mght of the citizen to vote 
at our general elections in counties in which he does not reside, and has: 
not resided for six months immediately preceding the day of election. — 
In some counties any citizen of the State is permitted to vote for Gov-- 
ernor or for Congressmen, if the voter resides within the Congressional 
district,.or for the Senate or House of Represntatives if he reside with 
in the Senatorial or Representative district, whilst in other counties the 
right of voting is restricted to the citizens of the county.. At different 
places: of voting in the same county,-different rules of construction prevail 
according to the different opinions which may be entertained by the in- 
spectors of the election. . To secure’ the same rights to every citizen, it 
is again submitted to your ali satay whether a declaratory act should 
not be passed establisliing a uniforprrele of -construction in this respect . 
to be observed in every part of the State. — - 

I transmit to you herewith copies of Legislative Resolutions and Ex- 
ecutive communications which I have received frum the States of Maine, 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts, Vermont, Connecticut, New York, Pennsyli 
vania, New Jersey, Delaware; Maryland, Virginia, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Kentucky, Alabama, Indiana, and Mississippi. They have been 
communicated to me-to be laid before the. General Assembly, probably 
with a view to ob‘ait an expression of the. views of this State upon’ the 
various public questions to which they- relate. - They will be found to 
embrace the subject of the public lands of the Umted States, and- the 
proper disposition thereof; a tariff of protection and the revisal of the 
revenue laws; the recovery of fugitive slaves who escape into other’ 
States, and the delivery upon demand made: by the Executive of one 
State: upon: the Executive of another, of felons- who have kidnapped 
them or’seduced them to leave their owners and have fled to-cther States, 
or taken refuge-therein for the purpose of-trial and punishment in the 
State where the offence. was committed ; proposed amendments of the | 
constitution of the United States, lianting the eligibility of the Presi- 
dent to a single term; and that the President and Vice President he 
chosen on the ‘sanie day throughout the United States; the ereation of a 
National Bank ; the North Eastern Boundary Question now pending be- 
tween the Governmert of Great Britain and‘the United States, and other 
public questions to which your attention isinvited! -I-have received also 
from bodies of citizens of the District of Columbia communications up- 
on-public:subjects; andtin-compliance with theirrequests lay them before 
you:. Daring: the past year I:received-through the mailtwo-communica- 
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tions addressed to me in my official character, purporting to come* from 
a convention of the friends of the negro, assembled from various parts 
of the World, convened for the purpose of promoting the immediate, 
entire and universal abolitiea of slavery and the slave trade, by those 
means which are of a moral, religious and pacific character, held in 
London on the 12th, and by adjournment to the 23d of Jure, £840.°—~ 
Viewing these communications as an impertinent and mischievous at- 
‘tempt on the part of foreigners to wnterfere with one of the domestic in- 
stitutions of this State, and as having received the countenance and sane- 
tion of a member of the Congress of the United States, under whose 
official frank one of the packages containing them came ta me, I declin- 
ed entering into a correspondence with the foreign convention, but ad- 
‘dressed to the member of Congress alluded to, the letter, a copy of 
which 1s herewith transmitted to you, accompanied by the communica- 
tions themselves. 

Since the adjournment of the lastsession of the General Assembly, 
the following temporary appointments have been made, viz: Alfred O. 
P. Nicholson, of Maury county, to be a Senator in the Congress of the 
United States, to fill the vacancy occasioned by tke death of Felix Grun- 


ady ;— William C. Dunlap, of Hardeman county, to be Judge of the . 


‘Circuit Court for the eleveath Judicial Circuit, to fill the vacancy occa- 
sioned by the resignation of Valentine D. Burry, and Joseph H. Talbot, 
of Madison county, to be Attorney Ge neral for the tenth Soliciiorial 
District, to fill the vacaney occasioned by the removal of William B. 
«Miller, the former incumbent, without the limits of the district, as certi- 
fied to me by the presiding Judge of that circut. The duty wiil devolve 
upon the General Assembly to make permanent appointments, to fill 
these several offices, during your present session. 

Information was received in the month of August last, of the death of 
SAMUEL POWELL, Judge of the Circuit Court, for the first Judicial Cir- 
cuit. Upon examination it was ascertained that but a single term of the 
Court for the county of Hawkins, would intervene in that circuit before 
the meeting of the General Assembly, and no temporary appointment 
has been made to fill the vacanéy. ‘Po avoid any inconvenience which 
might result from a failure to hold the court in Hawkins,! addressed let- 
ters successively to the Judges of the 12th and 3d circuits, requesting them 
to hold the court; from both of whom F received answers declining to 
do so, but from the latter at so date a period, as to make it impracticable 
to appoint a temporary Judge in time toenab%e him to reach and hold 
that court, As the terms of the remaining courts in the first circuit will 
come on during the present and the succeeding month, the necessity of 
electing a Judge to fillthe vacancy at as early a period of your session 
as practicable will be apparent. 

‘Many subjects which may claim your attention may have been omitted 
in this communication. It 1s however a pleasing reflection, that all the 
varied interests of the State are committed to the wisdom and cal delib- 
eration of the immediate Representatives “ fresh frpm the people, Xwho 
can supply the omission; and it is equally gratifying to know that they 
possess the power to correct any unintentional errors of opinion into 
avlich I may have fallen. 
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In distharging the functions. of the Executiye Office, Í have constant- 
ly felt the weight of responsibility which devolved upon me, and in per- 
forming this act of duty my aim has been.to lay before you such informa- 
tion, and to.suggest such modifications. of the laws,.as in my judgment 
may be useful to you in your deliberations, and tend.to promote the wel- 
faře of our common constifuents. That honest differences of opinion 
upon many subjects may exist is “to'be expected, but that “the greatest, 
good to the greatest number” is the object which all desire -to attain, I 
cannot doubt, 

That the result of the deliberations’ of your present session. may be 
eminently useful, and such as {o ‘deserve and receive the approbation of 
the people, is my sincere desire,

ed vy the constitution—that in said Message, no notice is taken of the 
vacancy which had occurred in the office of Solicitor of said judicial 
cireuit—that on the 25th of October, 1836, and during the sit- 
ting of said called session, William Cullum was elected Solicitor of the 
said judicial circuit, m pursuance of a resolution of the General As- 
sembly, adopted at said called session, in place of John B. McCormack, 
who had previously resigned. See Journal, page 69. 

lt appears also, that at the same session the Legislature went into. 
several other elections of a similar character, among others, E. W. M. 
Kings was elected Solicitor for the eleventh judicial circu:t. See Jour- 
nal, page 33. 

The 9th section of the 2d artiele of the Constitution provides, “ that 
the Governor may on extraordinary occasions, convene the General As- 
sembly by proclamation, and shall state ta them, when assembled, the 
purpose for which they shall have been convened, and that they shall 
enter on no legislative business, except that for which the Legislature 
shall have been assembled.”’ 

‘The term legislative business is susceptible of two meanings. Ist. 
Its meaning may be compared to such business, and such only as applies 
to the power of making laws; or secondly, ils meaning may be enlarged 
so as to embrace all the powers and duties required by the constitution 
of the General Assembly. The first, your committee are of opinion, 1s 
iis appropriate meaning: appointments to office are usually regarded 
aa executive business, which by our Constitution, is conferred upon the 
General Assembly. fn illustration of this position, your committee 
will remark, that when a vacancy occurs duting a recess of the Legis- 
lature, the Governor is authorised by the Constitution, te: exercise this 
power of appointment, which is evidence of its having been regarded 
by the convention who framed the Constitution as an executive duty 

nanter fon the General Assembly. For it can hardly be supposed fora

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moment, that that convention intended fo confer legislative business up- - 


on the Governor. `The t4th section of the same article of the Consti- 
tution, which in the opinion of your committee removes all doubt as to 
the propriety of the construction which they have placed upon the words 
Legislative basiness, declares, ‘that when-.any officer, the right of whose 
appointment 1s vested in the General Assembly, shall, during a recess, 


die, or the office, become vacant by the expiration of the time, or by 


other means, the Governor shall have- the power.to fill such vacancy, by 
granting a temporary commission, which shail expire at the end of the 
next session of the Legislature.” a oa ae 

This is substantially and nearly a literal: copy-of a similar clause in 
the old Constitution, and the term ‘session of the Legislature” in this 
provision in the old Constitution was always construed to mean acalled, 
as well as a regular session of the General .Assembly. 

When the Governor therefore makes an appointment during a recess 
of the Legislature, ‘it expires at the end of the next session of that body, 


whether it bea called or regular session. And ifthe Gereral Assembly, — 


at a called session, have not the power to fill this vacancy, then this 
consequence follows: that an office filled by an appointment of the Go- 
vernor, would be rendered vacant at the end of every called session of 
the Legislature, and no power is created by the Constitution to fill sach 
vacancy between the called and regular sessions. Your committee, there- 


fore, believe, and so report, that the General Assembly hasa right, at a ` 


called session, to fill a vacancy which had previously occured, notwith- 
standing the Governor had failed to notice it inhis message, or to make 
any recommendation in relation thereto. This opinion too, is in confermity 
with the practice which prevailed at the first called session‘ofthe Gen- 
eral Assembly, convened under the new Constitution, and at which the 
appointment in question was made. The vacancy in the present case 
will occur in October, 1842, when the time for which William Cullum, 
the present incumbent, was elected, will expire, and the next question 
which arises for the consideration of the committee, is, “Has the pre- 
sent Legislature power to fill suck vacancy ?” -Your committee believe, 
and so report, that this General Assembly has such power. ‘The mem- 
bers of this Legislature were elected for two years, from the first Thurs- 
day in August last, and your committee believe that the General As- 
sembly. have the power tu fill all vacancies which must necessarily oceur 
during the constituted period for which they were elected. This is con- 
sistent with the invariable usage of the Genéral Assembly, under the 
same or similar provisions, hoth inthe old and new Constitution. And this 
opinion is further an4 forcibly illtstrated by that part of the Constitution 
providing for pro tem. appointments by the Governor. These officers, 
by the. express provisions of the Constitution, hold their offices until the 
end of the next session of the General Assembly, yet, their successors 
are always appointed by the General Assembly, while in session. In 
fact, any other construction would place the appointments exclusively 
in the hands of the Executive. i 

Your committee think these instructions sufficient to substantiate the 
opinions which they have expressed, without adducing-more. 

Your committee therefore state as their opinion, 
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First, That William Cullum was properly appointed to the office of 
Solicitor, for the fourth Judicial Circuit, at the called session, convened 
in October, 1836. 

Secondly, That his term of office will expire in October, 1842, during 
the constitutiona) time for which the General Assembly was elected, 
and it is the right and duty of this General Assembly, now convened, 
to elect an officer to fill the vacancy which will occur by the expiration 
of his term.

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Fellaw-citizens of the Senate a E 
and of the House of Representatives: ® 3 


By the’ provisions of the Constitution, it is made the duty of the Ex. 
ecutive to communicate to the General Assembly, from time to time, such 
information touching the public interest as may be in his possession. 

In discharging this duty, I avail myself of this occasion to present to ~ 
your consideration such questions as seem to demand the attention and ac- 
tion of the representatives of a free and enlightened constituency, 

In communicating with you for the first time, it is cause of mutual 
gratulation that we are still secured in the possession of all the rights and 
privileges guaranteed to us by the Government of our country, and that 
all the elements of prosperity continue to surround us. By the smiles of 
a kind and benificent Providence, and the justice and wisdom of our laws, 
we have risen from a small to a great and powerful nation. And although 
we are subject to revulsions and seasons of depression, still the energies 
of our people, when aroused, will ever be found sufficient to overcome 
these temporary reverses of fortune. - 

_Our country has; for the last few years, been laboring under great and 
extraordinary embarrassments, and from the effects of which it bas only 
partially recovered. But it is confidently believed that the industry, pa- 
tience and energies of our citizens will be found fully adequate to the 
crisis; and we may confidently anticipate the day as not very distant, 
When our country shall be visited once more with prosperity, 
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The temporary derangements in commerce and trade are not peculiar 
to our Government —they will sometimes occur under the wisest and best 
Goveroments. But they are always attributable to some adequate cause ; 
and it is the peculiar province of those who bave been chosen as the 
guardians of the public interest, to determine where the defect is, and 
apply the corrective. 

"Phe causes which have induced the present embarrassment under which 
we labor, may be traced with the ulmost accuracy and precision. It is 
an axiom in political economy, that when a community or people buy 
more than they sell, that the balance of nade will be against them, and 

ecuniary embarrassment and distress must follow as a consequence.— 
ach individual tfiabilwy fuimshes a constituent part of the great aggre- 
gate of that general indebtedness which has afflicted the country for the 
last few years. How Jar the action af our Government has contributed 


“to produce this result, must be determined by a recurrence ta such facts 


a 


= 


as have developed themselves for the last few years, 

hi is a proposition demonstrated by all experience, that the example of 
the administrators of government have a powerful and controlling infla-’ 
ence ou individual achen; and justin proportion as a government or na- 
tion indulges a spirit of profligary aud-extravaganee, there will be a cor- 
responding tendenvy to the same wilulgence on the part of individuals. 

That those mdividaals on whom the pressure has fallen with the most 
severity, are the dnect agents m producing their own misfortunes, will 
pot de douhied, ‘There was uo imperious or unavoiflable necessity con- 
straining any citizens to indalge in extravagance, or to create large and 
heavy liabilities, from which they have not been able to extricate theni- 
selves. Whilst each individual vi-tim must be regarded as the ostensible 
author of his own ruin, still it must be conceded, and cannot be successe 
fully denied, that there bas been a remote and exciting cause that has ex- 
erted a powerful influence in producing this distress which everywhere 
pervades the country. 

Most of the evilsof which we complain—the stagnation in trade, the 
depression of commerce, the derangement in currency, a depreciation in 
thewalue of our products, and the consequent diminution in the rewards 
of Jahbor—may justly be attributed, in part, to the action of the General 


' Government, 


The prosperity of the country was firm, steady and progressive, up to 


the spring of 1834. Shortly after that time, trade seemed to have re- 


ceived a new and extraordinary impetus; every species of property in- 
creased in value, money became abundant, and the country everywhere 
exhibited the greatest prosperity. 

This season of plethora continued until the spring of °87, when the 
bubble burst, and the reality was unveiled in all its horror, This mem- 
orable crisis in the monetary affairs of the country was produced by the 
destraction ef the Bank of the United States, and the attempt fo regulate 
and contro! the currency and exchanges of the country by the agency of 
local institutions, From the day that war was declared against the Bank 
of the United States, and the edict went forth that the monster should be 
destroyed, (and hundreds of smaller ones substituted in its place,) from 
that day we may date the beginning of those troubles and sorrows that 
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have filled the land with mourning and. distress. The funera! knell Pi 
the United States Bank was the signat for the creation aad establishmen 
of hundreds of local and State institutions. . 

" Having dispensed with the United States Bank as the fiscal agent of the 
Government, it became necessary to resort to some other mode of fiscal 
agency. ‘The adoption of a number of State institutions was embraced 
as the substitute; and in order to allay disquietude in the public mind, 
and to supply the vacuum created m the circulation of the country, an 
edict emanating from the Executive Council, was directed to (hose un- 
pledged agents of government patronage not to hoard up the public mo- 
neys of the country, but that they shoald be used in affording such facili- 
lies to trade as the condition of the country might require. ' 

In obedience to this injunction, the Deposit Banks adopted a generous. 
and aimost unrestricted system of discounts and accommodations ; the 
other State Banks taking license from the example of the pet institutions, 
pursued the same reckless policy. During the short period that the Banks 
were enabled to sustain themselves in this, policy, every thing went on 
swimmingly, and the advocates of this experiment proclaimed to the world 
that it was successful. Facilities for liberal Bank accommodations were 
freely offered. It was only to ask and receive. 

The ordinary pursuits of life were abandoned ; the farm and the work- 
shop were forsaken. ‘Their occupants, yielding 10 the allurements spread 
out before them, were almost unconsciously drawn ont info the vortex of 
speculation and extravagance, under the vain and delusive hope of ac- 
quiring fortunes by an easier process. = 

In the midst of this pleasing delusion, the Banks sunk under the weight 
of their innate defects, and the victims of the destructive policy, left to 
struggle against the fearful destiny which but too certainly awaited them. 

Jn surveying the past, although we find much to regret and condemn, 
still, there is cause of rejoicing, that we have so tar recovered from the 
shock, as to enable us to anticipate the day as not very far distam, when 
We may enjoy our original prosperity. 

Among the various questions that will claim, and doubtless receive your 
attention, the situation and condition of the Banks of our Stateis certain- 
ly one of the highest importance. . : 

A sound and conyertibie currency is deemed essential to the prosperity 
af any country, and it is the duty of the representatives of the people to 
secure to their constituents the invaluable blessings that flow-from a sound 
circulating mediam, as far as may be in their power. 

The Banks of ‘Tennessee, yielding to the panic which everywhere per- 
vaded the nation in the spring of 1837, suspended gpetie payments, and 
remained in that condition in common with most of the Banks in the other 
States, until the spring of 1839, at which time it was thought they could 
resume, and continue the payment of specie for all their obligations, The 
experiment was made, and they were able to pay specie until some time 
in October, 1839, a few months from their resumption, when they agaia 
suspended, alleging that the causés which had induced the first suspension 
were only partiaflyremoved. How far the circumstances that surrounded 
the country; or the causes that are alleged to have induced the suspension 
may be relied on to justify the violation of their engagements, is a question ` 
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_ that each individual will be disposed to determine for himself. The first 
and most sacred duty of the representatives of the people is, to guard and - 

. secure their rights, and protect them from the infliction of injury or in- 
justice. i 

' ‘The interest of the State requires that the Banks shall honestly perform 
al} their promises, and faithfully meet all their engagements. 

Th: same high moral and Jegal obligations that attach to an individual 
to comply with his contracts, rest with equal force on corporations or 
banks. It is therefore due to justice, to honor and morals, that our Banks 

shall return as speedily as practicable to a faithful discharge of all their 
; engagements. 

I therefore recommend to your consideration the necessity and propri- 
; ety of adopting such a policy as will require and enable our Banks to re- 
sume the payment of specie at an early day. 

h is confidently believed tiat the Banks of our State are in a sound 
| and healthy condition, and with such assistance as the General Assembly 
| may atlord, I doubt not may be enabled to resume and continue the pay- 

ment of specie. 

' A strict and careful investigation into the condition and management of 
. the Banks may result in much good. It will afford the means of discov- 
* ering and remedying such defects as may possibly exist, and if their con- 
ditions be such as it is hoped and believed they are, a legislative expose 
would go far to excite public confidence; without which, it is impossible 
for any institution of this kind to sustain itself, ar operate successfully or 

- beneficially to the country. 
kh is certainly not the part of wisdom or sound policy to make War on 
the State institutions; for in doing this, you war by indirection on the 
į people The Banks are so interwoven with the interests of the people, 
` that anything that would operate oppressively on them. would extend in 
its effects to the great body of the people. The Bank of Tennessee de- 


{| mands peculiarly the fostering and protecting care of the Legislature. H 
ps is the People’s Bank—owned by them. ‘The revenues of the State are

‘tional circulation that will be equal and uniform, is a power they do not 
possess, and an effect they never can produce 

, FT had confidently expected that this desideratum would have been ac- 

complished by the creation of a National Bank by Congress at its late 

|, Extra Session ; but in this the just expectations of the country have been 

' defeated by the interposition ot the Executive will. 

A revision and smendment of the law creating a system of Internal Im- 
provement demands your consideration, The encouragement of internal 
improvement is a duty enjoined on the Legislature by the Constitution, 
and one from which they cannot escape. ; 
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That a well-regulated system of internal improvements would tend 
greatly to-develope the resources of the State ; increase the energies and 
enterprize of her ‘citizens, by opening new avenues to trade and com- 
merce ; diffusing a spirit of industry among the great body of the people, 
by affording an early transportation of their surplus products to market ; 
and that it would add greatly to the sources of public prosperity, does 
not admit of a well-grounded doubt, How far the present system is cal- 
culated to effect these desirable ends, ia, to say the least of it, doubtful. 

I can bat regard the law of 1837 as impolitic, unsafe and wholly inad- 
equate to accomplish the objects contemplated. 

I do not impugn the motives of its authors ; for I doubt rot the honesty 
of their purpose or purity of their motives. It was but an experiment, 
and it was impossible that any one could clearly determine how it would 
operate or how terminate. As soon, however, as it was brought into 
practical operation, its defects became most glaring. It was found to.be 
loose and unguarded, opening the daor by which fraud and injustice might 
be perpetrated on the State with the greatest facility. 

The last General Assembly, seeing its operation, attempted to remedy 
its defects ; and I am happy to believe much good resulted from their re- 
vision of the law, and much of the treasure of the State saved from an 
unprofitable investment. l 

It is believed that our system of internal improvement is stili defective, 
and is, doubtless, susceptible of many valuable improvements. x 

And in order that its operation may be fully understood and its defects 
remedied, it is recommended that the Assembly will require each Compa- 
a to furnish a full exposition of their operations and condition at an early 

ay. ? 

One of the greatest defects in this system, is to be found in the indis- 
criminate manner in which the appropriations have been made, in many 
cases embracing objects of minor importance, that can yield but little, if 
any profit to the State. Whilst this indiscriminate a unprofitable ap- 
plication of the public moneys is to be regretted, still, if the engagements 
of the individual stockholders have been complied with in good faith, ac- 
cording to the provisions of their charters or contracts, it is the duty of 
the State to comply with all her engagements in like good faith, Onan 
examination of the condition of the various works that are now being con- 
structed, it may be found that some of them will require additional assis- 
tance to secure their completion. And although I should regret to see 
the system extended beyond the limits prescribed by the law of 1837, 
still the interest of the State and sound policy {if such cases shall be found 
to exist) would justify such additional appropriation as may be required 
for their early completion. By the law of °37 it is provided, that the ap- 
propriations on behalf of the State shall not exceed four millions, to be 
divided in just proportions between the three great divisions of the State. 
The sum of one million four hundred thousand dollars to East Tennessee, 
one million six hundred thousand dollars to Middle Tennessee, and one 
million to the Western division of the State. By reference to the sub- 
scriptions made on behalf of the State, it appears that the sum of one 
million three hundred thousand dollars has been subscribed to works in 

EagTennessee ; one million three hundred a94 ~: van thoysa o 7 
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hundred and sixty-six to Middle’Tennessee ; and three hundred and thir- 
ty-nine thousand five hundred to the Western District. 

It is manifest that the General Assembly that passed this law, contem- 
plated an equal division of the appropriation between the three divisions 
of the State, azcording to their population, 

The last General Assembly, having witnessed the defects of the law, 
determmed to arrest the further subscriptions on the part of the State, and 
directed the Governor to subgurihe to no new works. 

Justice requires that there shall be as equal a division of the benefits 
resulting from the appropriation to the three great divisions of the State 
as practivable. ‘Phe appropriation to all the works of improvement are 
made in booda drawn on the faith and credit of the State 5 creating a gen- 
eral and equal hability on each imdividual citizen of the State. It is, 
therefore, proper that the benefits should be made as general anu equal as 
possible 5 and as it is impossible to confer on each mdividual an equal par- 
tiospation in the benefits resulting from this general liability, we should 
approximate as near to it as we can, and at least make the division equal 
between the three great divisions of the State. If the General Assembly 
shall determine that the subseriplion on bebalf of the Stare shall extend 
to the limit fixed by the jaw of ?87—whieh is four millions—it will be 
proper that they should seleet such objects as may be of general benefit, 
and not suffer the publie funds lavished on minor or unimportant works, 
Among the numerous works to which the State has subscribed, the sum 
of $650,000 was subscribed to the Charleston and Cincinnati Railroad 


‘Company. It is believed that this enterprize will be abandoned, aud the 


charter forfeited. In the event of this occurrence, the State subscription 
will revert to the S.ate, and then it will be the duty of the Legislature to 
determine what disposition shall be made of this fund. That a highly 
aselu) and profitable investment might be made of them in the eastern, di- 
vision of the State, will not be doubted by those at all acquainted with 
the peculiar condition of that portion of the State. 

A portion of this sum might be profitably employed in removing the 
ebstructions in the navigable streams. ‘There are other portions of the 
country susceptible of great improvement by the construction of McAd- 
amized roads, And it may be necessary and proper (aappropriate a por- 
tion of this or some other fund to the completion of such works as are in 
progress of construction. 

By a ław passed at the last regular session of Congress, ‘Tennessee is 
made the agent of the Govern nent of the United States, and invested 
with the power to se'l amd dispose of the vacant and unappropriated lands 
within the limits of this State, lying south and west of the Congressional 
Reservation line. Tais is a subject of interest to the State generally, 
aad putteularly fo that portion of our fellow citizens who reside within 
the lanits of that portion of the State embraced in the law... It is matter 
of mrual gratulation that this vexed question has been settled in a man- 
rer iii will secure ia a large and respectable portion of our citizens 
their homes and tithes to their lands. 

Itis toned that the Legislature Will yield a ready assent to, and com- 
pliance with, the provisions of the lew. Should this be your determina- 
tion, it will be proper that you take sach action on this subject as will en- 
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able you to comply with the requirements of the law. It is recommend- 
ed that you adopt such policy as will afford the greatest facilities to those 
interested in securing their titles, as far at least as may be compatible 
with the public interest and a faithful compliance with the provisions of 
the law. l OEA 2 

In making this, my first communication to the General Assembly, it is 
cause of no ordinary gratification to me to be permitted to present to your 
consideration, my convictions of the policy proper to be pursued in dis- 
posing of the moneys that may arise from the sale of the public lands, 
and which Tennessee will be entitled to receive. Congress,,at its late 
extra session, passed a law providing for the distribution of the proceeds 
of the publie lands among the States, according to their population. 

It is not necessary that I should trespass on your attention by an argu- 
ment to prove the justice or wisdom of this policy, both of which, I 
douht not, will be fully demonstrated by its effects, 

The question that more immediately demands your most serious con- 
sideration is, what disposition shall be made of the moneys that Tennes- 
see will be entitled to receive undér the provision of this law ? By the 
Constitution of our State, the funds accruing to the State from this source 
have been set apart to specified purposes, Ht is provided, that should a 
division of the public land, or the moneys arising from the sales be made 
among the States, that the portion coming to this State shall be ¢=<oted 
to purposes of education and internal improvement, and shall never be 
applied to any other purpose. : i 

The Constitution is silent as to the mode of dividing this fund between 
the two objects specified, whether it shall be equal or unequal. But inas- 
much as there is no specific injunction, it is reasonable to infer that they 
intended it to be equal. 

I cannot urge too strongly on your consideration, the propriety of set- 
ting apart at least one half of the moneys that may be received from this 
source as a fund that may be applied to the redemption of the Internal 
Improvement Bonds of the State at their maturity. If this disposition be 
made, it would doubifess have a fine effect on the credit of our securities, 
and tend greatly to enhance their value. 

The liabilities of our State are less than any State in the Union of her 
resources, and still her securities are at a ruinous discount. If a perma-. 
nent provision can be made for the liquidation of these liabilities at their 
maturity, it would inspire capitalists with confidence in their solvency, 
and contribute greatly to increase them in value. If this policy should be 
adopted, the moneys ‘should be deposited with the Bank of Tennessee, 
to be Ivaued and accounted for as other funds of the State. This would 
add greatly to the available means of this institution; and enable her to af- 
ford increased facilities to our citizens. i a 

Virtue and intelligence being essential to the perpetuation of our free 
institutions, it is the duty of thase that have been constituted the guardi- 
ans of the public interest to cherish and proteet them by all the means in 
their control, There is no object more worthy the attention of a patpi- 
otic and enlightened people than to extend the fostering band of protection 
to virtuesfand to aid in the diffusion of general’ intelligence among the 
srest body of the people. Without the protecting care of, governmer 
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to these invaluable objects, no nation or peopiẹ cau long enjoy the bless- 
ings of civil and religious liberty. ae ` 

Fhe authors of our State Constitution, appreciating’ the great impor- 
tance of education, have wisely provided in that instrument that the com- 
mon school moneys belonging to the State shall be a perpetual fund, the 
principal of which shall never be diminished by legislative appropria- 
tion; and the interest on this fund is wisely dedicated to the support and 
encouragement of a system of commen schools throughout the State, 

Our present aystem is doubtless very imperfect, but notwithstanding 
its present many and seeming insufficiency, it has had a salutary influ- 
ence in the country. And by the continuation of a liberal and enlight- 
ened policy, itis destined at no very distant day to reflect honor on-the 
State; shedding its benign influences on the children of ignorance and 
misfortune. l : 

The necessity and importance of a carefuf revision of this law is de- 
manded by the best interests of the State, and the highest considera- 
tions of patriotism and philanthropy. 

The law is vague, indefinite and complicated, so much so as to render 
its faithful execution in many instances difficult and unattainable. The 
execution of this law is necessarily confided to many hands, and in order 
to secure its faithful administration it is important that the entire system 
show! be revised and made as short, plain and concise as practicable— 
A portion of the moneys arising from the sale of the puolic lands, is by 
the constitution directed to be applied to education. Whether this fund 
shalt be applied exclusively to common schools, or whether a portion of 
it shall be appropriated to colleges and academies is a question for your 
consideration. 

The utility and necessity of higher institutions of tearning than that 
comemplated by the common school system 1s evident. These higher 
institutions are justly entitled to public patronage, and should receive the 
fostering care of government. But remembering the insufficiency of the 
commoy school fund to afford facilities to the great number of indigent 
childtep in the country to acquire the mere rudiments of an education, 
and regerding this as a common fund, m the benefits of which all should 
participate as’far as possible, I am constrained to recommend to your 
consideration the propriety of making it a part of the common school 


fund, thereby producing the greatest amount of good to the greatest 
number | l 


' The General Assembly in 1829, for the better protection of society, 


the suppression of vice and punishment of crime, established a Peniten- 
tiary, substituling confinement and labor instead of the more severe and 
less humane process of capital punishments. This change in our penal 
code is founded in principles of humanity, and was dictated by motives 
worthy a chmstian people. 

The objects sought to be aceoniplished by the infliction of punishment 
on the guilty are to protect society, to secure respect for, and. enforce 
obedience to the laws, and as far as may be to reform the criminal, 

How far this mode secures the ends contemplated by itegponevolent 
projectors is a question of some Wopbt, producing some conflict of opin- 
iun in the public miad. This system has been adopted bv the “ 
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great expense, and although its effects may not have been as salutary as. 
wag anticipated by some of. its warmest advocates, still it is questionable 
whether any other substitute would be more efficient or more acreptable- 
to the country. It, is sometimes urged that this institution should be dis- 
continued on the alleged ground that it operates oppressively on a high- 
ly respectable portion of our fellow-citizens, by employing the convicts. 
in the various mechanic arts. How far this complaint may be lounded 
in justice or prejudice, I have no correct means of determining. ‘It is 
certainly true that it produces competition in some branches of mechan- 
ism, aod itis equally true that the institution is enabled to sell its products 
at low and reduced prices. It cannot be the true policy of any government, 
to enter into a competition of labor with its citizens. Wisdom and jus- 

tice require that equal protection should be atforded to all, encouraging 
the various branches of industry, by securing (as far as it has the ability), 
to them their just reward. - 

The propriety of giving such direction to the labar of the convicts in 
the Penitentiary as will least conflict with the labor and pursuits of our 
citizens, and at the same time secure the interest of the State, is respect- 
fully submitted, 

Among the various subjects which have from time to time engaged 
the attention of your predecessors, the establishmentofa Lunatic Asy- 
lum is one that reflects the highest honor on our State. This establish- 
ment has heretofore received the liberal patronage of the State; large 
sums of money have, at different times, been appropriated to this benevo- 
Jent object, and although it is in partial operation, it will require an ad- 
ditional appropriation to complete the buildings, and make such other 
improvements as are deemed indispensable to enable it to answer the 
Important purpose for which it was erected. i 

It is unnecessary to adduce arguments to prove the importance of this 
institution, or to recommend it to the patronage of the Representatives 
of an enlightened and benevolent constituency. 

Other States, with a liberality aad public spirit worthy of admiration, 
have, at great expense, established similar institutions ; many of whith 
are in successful operation, reflecting imperishable honor on their projec- 
tors. ‘Tennessee having embarked in the same benevolent cause, the 
cause of justice, humanity and philaathropy, will not abandon it, or 
withhold from it such patronage as will make'it indeed a» Asylum for 
that unfortunate class of our citizens on whom-the hand of misfortune 
has fallen with its heaviest weight, 

To advance the prosperity and happisess of our cam non country is 
the highest duty, as weil as the most ardent desire of every patriot. Itis 
for this purpose you have been chosen the guardians of the public inter- 
est; itis for this purpose that you are assembied on this occasion ;. it is 
to you that your constituents look for the protection of th ir rights and 
the advancement of their interest. 

The means of effecting these important ends so far as le r'slalive ac- 
tion can secure them, has been confided to your hands, and will doubtless. 
demand your most deliberate consideration. - 

The wealth and prosperity of every community depend in a p° en- 
aont degree upon the amount of the production, labor or industry : fits 
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citizens. Ours is chiefly a producing State, possessing at the same time 

all the facWities for manufactories, and the sucgessful prosecution of this 

department of labor must be regarded as the basis of our greatest pros- 
rity. 

Tie manulacturing interest of the State has heretofore received some 
countenance and encouragement, but not in a ratio corresponding with its 
great importance. Whilst this important branch of labor, so essential to 
our prosperity, has received some legislative protection, it is matter of 
deep regret and astonishment that the agricultural interest of the State 
seems to have been wholly forgotten and neglected. 

tt has been justly remarked, that he who contributed to the agricul- 
tural improvement of his country was a greater benefactor than the hero 
of a thousand battles. The Legislature that shall adopt a liberal and ef- . 
ficient system of encouragement to the agricultural and manufacturing in- 
terests of this State, will have effected more for the honor and permanent 
prosperity of the country than the establishment of a thousand Banks. 

Many of our sister States, appreciating the great importance of this 
subject have led the way in this enterprise, and the success which has at- 
tended their efforts has surpassed their most sanguine expectations. 

We are in the habit of purchasing from abroad annually a large 
amount of goods, manufactured of cotton, wool and silk, all ot which 
are procured at high and exorbitant prices, Enjoyiug, as we do, every 
facility for the manufacture of these articles at home, it cannot be doubt- 
ed that they ci be produced at prices greatly below what they now cost 
us. It is matter of astonishment that we are not only in the habit of 
looking abroad for the supply of these articles of comfort aud fancy, but 
we are dependent on our sister States for some of the merest necessa- 
nes of life, such as enter into the consumption of every family. 'Yýou- 
sands of dollars are employed annually m the purchase of the single 
article of flour, whioh 1s produced by our Sister States and consumed 
by our citizens. 

Possessing a climate and soil adapted to the successful cultivation of 
wheat, it is confidently believed that this drain on our resources might 
be remedied by disseminating the necessary information on this sub- 
‘ect. Every dollar employed in purchasing articles trem abroad for 

ome co:samption, isso much money drawn from our circulating me- 
dium, and in that proportion diminishes the wealth and prosperity of 
the country. 20 ; 

It is doustless within the competency of our Legislature to remedy 
these eviis to a great extent by disseminating proper information on 
these subjec.s, and affording the necessary inducer.ents to our citizens 
fo correct tois error. Ju view of the great and paramount importance. 
of this swaject to the interast of the great body of our common con- 
stituoits, it is submitted with all its high demands to the consideration 
of you, tacir agents and representatives. 

P:avisioa being made by the last General Assembly for taking the 
census ol qualified voters in the State, preparatory to the re-organiza- 
tioa of tue districts, furnishing to each county its just and equal rep- 
rasaututiva in our legislative council, Presuming that the provision of 
tiv lew un ths subjest has been complied with on the part of those

j Each returning election in our State demonstrates the necessity of 
defining, by legislative enactment, whatare the qualifications necessary 
io entitle a citizen to.vote in our elections, Ditferent constructions of 
the Constitution on this subject obtain in different portions of the State, 
and a law declaratory on this subject woud settle this difficulty, and 
make the ruie by which the qualification of voters should be determin-

The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred “a resolu- 
tion fo amend the fourth section of the tenth article of the Constitution 
of this State, so that Bledsoe and Marioñń. counties shall come under 
the general provisions of the Constitutian, in forming new counties,” 
with instructions to inquire whether the present General Assembly can 
constitutionally pass said resolution, beg leave to report as follows: 

The fourth section of the tenth article of the Constitution, provides 
that, © the counties af Marion and Bledsoe, shall not be reduced below 
ene thousand eualified voters each, in forming a new county or coun- 

On the 26th day of January, 1898, a resolution was passed‘* that 
the tenth article and fourth section of the Constitution, be so amended 
that Bledsoe, Sullivan, and Marion shall come under the general provis- 
ions of the Constitution in forming new counties.” 

At the next session, viz: 1839-740, of the General Assembly, the 
resolution which had been passed at the previous. session, was again of- 
tered and rejected. 
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The last sentence of the third section of the eleventh article of the 
Constitution provides that “ the Legislature shall not propose amend- 
ments to the Constitution oftener than once in six years.”? And im 
view of this provision and the foregoing facts, the committee are in- 
structed to inquire whether the contemplated amendment of the Con- 
stitution can be proposed, by resolution of the present General Assem- 
bly, six years not having elapsed since a resolution embracing the same 
amendment was offered to the Legislature, and by it rejected. . 

The committee recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved That the amendment contemplated in the resolution, pass- 
ed in January, 1838, was not in the ‘sense of the Constitution proposed, 
because the same was not “ agreed tu by two thirds of all the members 
elected to each house” of the General Assembly ‘of 1839-40, and 
“submitted to the people” for ultimate ratification as distinctly pre- 
scribed by the third section of the eleventh article of the Constitution. 
Hence there is no constitutional impediment to the adoption of the reso- 
lution under consideration. p i l

The people of Tennessee have noticed, with unaffected pleasure, tke 
passage of an act by the Congress of the United States, approved 17th 
September, 1841, granting an appropriation to defray the expenses of 
selecting a site for the establishment of a National Armory on the west- 
ern waters, and they have thought it due to themselves, from the high 
position which their State now occupies among her sister States com- 
posing the Federal Union, iu this formal manner, through her Legisla- 
ture, to invite the consideration of the agents of the General Govern- 
ment, whose duty it will be to make a proper selection, to the different 
bOints designated in the report herewith transmitied, as suitable plates, 
for the location of such an establishment. 

By a reference to the census reports of 1841, it will be seen that Ten- 
nessee 18 the fifth State inthe Union. Blest with an intelligent, active, 
and enterprising population, rapidly on the increase, peculiarly command- 
ing in her position, from the fact that she is in the very centre of the 
great west—watered from one extremity to the other by the Cumbefland 
and Tennessee rivers, both bold and navigable streams—washed on her 
western border by the noblest river on the.continent, which, while it af- 
fords an outlet for the rich valley of the south and west, is one of the 
great connecting links of the north and south—possessing natural and 
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dersizned believe, the highest claims for the legitimate encouragement 
of the Federal Government. Apart from any reference to the achieve- 
men's of the arms of ‘Tennessee, by which she covered herself with 
honor, en | rendered incalculable service to the country, when she had au 
opportunity of exhibiting her prowess, the undersigned believe they haz- 
ard nothing in saying that she now possesses a patriotic yeomanry, who 
stand ever ready at the call of their country, to repel with alacrity inya- 
sion from abroad, or to suppress any civil commotion which may, by pos- 
sibility, distract us at home. 

‘The growing interest of the west, its important aad peculiar attitude, 
its immense territory, and its comparatively defenceless condition, all 
point significantly to the necessity of the establishment by the Generai 
Government of the facilities of national defence im its midst, that its oti- 
zens may promptly protect themselves and their property at times of-vio- 
lent emergency. A national armory is essentially demanded, and should 
theagents of the General Goversment recommend the location of the 
one now contemplated to be established by it, at any point within the 
borders of the State of Tennessee, on any of its navigable rivers, we 
teel assured in saying that the amplest facilities to render it useful to the 
west and to the whole country, will be abundantly afforded. 

The undersigned have to beg of your excellency to forward the ac- 
eompanying papers to the officers who have been selected by the board 
of directors lately convened at the city of St. Louis, to make the neces- 
sary examination for a location for the contemplated armory.

The undersigned protest against the foregoing proceedings as uncon- 
stitutional, of evil example, and as producing a useless and prodigal’ ex- 
penditure of the people’s money. Because they believe a smaller number 
of Senators than a quorum (seventeen) have no power under the Consti- 
tution, except the power of adjourniag in their owa Hall, from day to 
day, until the presence ofa quorum can be had, and because therefore, 
if the Senate, in Hs own chamber, passed an order or resolution,’ forth- 
with to repair to the Hall of the House for any purpose whatsoever, and 
even had constitutional power to nass such an order, that such an order 
or resolation conld only be performed or fulfilled by the joint and simul- 
taneous action of a quorum of two thirds of the Senators, accompanied by 
its Speaker, in its organized capacity. We, therefore, without at pre- 
sent deciding whether the Constitution of the United States authorised 
the Senate to meet the House for the purpose of eleeting Senators to 
Cangress, being content to meet and determine that question wheñ it 
shall be presented to us, protest against the decision of the House, re- 
cogniziag the power of thirteea Senators to repair to the Hall as a 
Senate, and by them presume to dissolve the session of this House, and 
to fura the whole iato a coaveation of the two Houses, when the 11th sec- 
tion of the 2d article of the Constitution of Tennessee expressly declares 
that tivo thirds of each Ilouse shall constitute a quoram ta do business, 
but a smaljer number may adjourn from day to day, thus proving that 
said thirteen Senators, instead of having power to repair to this Hall 
for any purpose, and thereof constituting a part of a convention into which 
they claim to have the power of turning themselves and the members of 
the House present, really have only one solitary power which they can 
only exercise when there is not a quorum. present, to wit: to adjourn 
from day to day. We therefore believe the act of the said thirteen 
Senators, in entering this Hall, was, in all respects, unconstitutional, 
and therefore nyl and void, and that.fhe decision of this House, recog- 
nizing them as the Senate, or in any other light than as so many specta- 
tors, is wholly erroneous. 

Shortly afier the meeting of the House of Represen’atives, on Friday 
morning, December 3d, A. D. 1941, twelve members of the Senate of 
Tennessee, unaccompanied by the Speaker, or any other officer of that 
kody, except the principal clerk, appeared in the Hall of the House, in 
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violation of a-solemn vote and decision of the Senate, the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, upon the suggestion or motion of same mem- 
ber present, called the members of the House and the said twelve 
Senators to order, as a convention. ‘Thus deciding and assuming that 
the session of the House was dissolved, and that a convention of the 
two Houses was in session. And in the afternoon uf the same day, the 
said twelve Senators having entered the Hall without any officer of their 
body, when, upon a like suggestion, on motion, the Speaker of the 
[louse called its members and the said twelve Senators to order, as a 
convention, and upon inquiry declared himself not as presiding over the 
Llouse of Representatives, but over a convention of the two Houses. 
So that the Liouse of Representatives was prevented from transacting 
any business, as such, ou that day; all which proceeding the undersigned 
behere to be in vielation of the Constitution of the State, for the same 
reason mentioned in a preceding part of this protest. 

Ou Saturday, the ith day of December, A. D. 1841, the session of the 
Hiouse of Representatives was dissolved, and that body, as such, pre- 
vented from deing any legislative business whatever, by the appear- 
ance, in its Hall, of twelve members of the Senate, and the decision of 
tue Speaker of the House that the presence of the said twelve members 
constituted a convention of ihe Legislature, over which he was presiding. 
"Phe undersigned believe thedecision of the Speaker and the House, 
that the presence of said twelve Senators in the Hall of the House, 
constituted a convention of the two Houses for any purpose, was wholly 
erroneous, and that the session of the House on the said tth day of De- 
cember, A. D. 1941, was unconstitutionally dissolved, and its proceed- 
ings wrongfully prevented. 

Un Monday, the Gth day of December, A. D. 1841, the said twelve 
Sonators again anpearcd m the Hall of the House of Representatives, 
the Speaker of the Llouse again assuming to preside over a convention 
of the two Houses, prevented the regular session of the House, and all 
the business of that day. 

Again, on Tuesday moraing, December fth, A. D. 1841, the said 
twelve Senators again appearcd in the Hall of the House of Represen- 
tatives, and the said Speaker assuming to preside over a convention of 
ihe two Houses, prevented the transaction of any business by the House, 
for a shart time, until said twelve Senators returned, when the Speaker 
ealled the House to order. as such, and then ordered the clerk to read 
the journal of the proceedings of the said pretended convention, in winch 
the greater portion of the said Tth day of December, A. D. 1S41, was 
wrougtully consumed., 

The undersigned protest against all such proceedings, as having vio- 
lared the Consihution, hindered and delaved public business for about 
four days and a half, at an expense to the people of fiom two to three 
thousand dollars. During all which time the undersigned were ready 
ancl desirons of proceeding in the regular discharge of their Legislative 


duties, They present this their protest against said proceedings, aud claim 


under the Coustitution, that the same be spread upon the journals of this 
Fouse as a perpetual memorial of their disapprobation of and dissent 
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from the said proceedings, allowed and permitted within the Hall of the 
House of Representatives, by a majority of its members.
